— For the purposes of this clause, "Armed Forces of the Union” 
shall include the Armed Forces of the former Indian States but does not include 
members of the following Forces, namely: —

(c) General Reserve Engineer Force. 

3. Application. — These rules shall apply to all the Central Civil Services and 
Posts, Class m and Class IV. 


4. Reservation of vacancies. — For a period of two years commencing from 1st

(a) ten per cent, of the permanent vacancies in all the Central Civil Ser- 

vices and Posts Class III, and

years, he shall be deemed to satisfy the condition regarding age limit. 

6 . Seclal provision regarding educational qualification. — For appointment to 
any reserved vacancies in the Class IV posts Peon, Daftry, Jamadar and Record 
Sorter, every ex-servicemen, who has put in not less than three years' service 
in the Armed Forces of the Union or m the Armed Forces of a former Indian 
State or with the Civil Department of the Government of India, shall be exempt 
from the prescribed educational qualification. 

7. Amendment of Recruitment Rules.— All rules regulating the recruitment 
of persons to Class III and Class IV posts under the Central Government shall 
be deemed to have been amended to the extent provided for in these rules.
